Boycott Lettuce, Boycott Grapes, Boycott Safeway

Hardly noticed as he walked 
in surrounded by friends, 
looking almost nervous while 
being introduced and appearing 
embarrased as the packed Little 
Theatre audience erupted into a 
standing ovation as he walked to 
the podium... 

Cesar Chavez looks at first 
nothing like the legend he is, but 
as he gets into his speech and the 
humaness of this man, coupled 
with outrage at the injustices 
levied against his union come 


forth, so does the greatness of 


this soft-spoken man 

Calling upon the audience not 
to eat lettuce, not to eat grapes 
and not to shop at Safeway, the 
Chairman of the United Farm 
Workers Union AFL-CIO 
(UFWU) spoke of the struggle 
going On today up and down the 
San Joaquin Valley 

“In April 1970 we were 
successful.” At that time the 
large grape growers after years of 
Struggle finally broke and signed 
contracts with the farmworkers 
union 

As of midnight April 14 when 
the contracts expired, the 
struggle was once again on with 
the grape growers. This time the 
growers have allied themselves 
with the Teamsters in_ still 
another attempt to try and 
break UFWU. 

During the contract 
negotiations, which had gone on 
since February, UFWU had 
asked for a raise to $2.70 an 
hour. They wanted the growers 
to do something about the 
pesticides which do so much 
damage to the workers and 
“work with us on ecology , work 
with us jointly so we can protect 
the environment’ and they 
wanted women to “have equal 


rights equal jobs, and equal pay” 


because they so often are 
supporting families 
And they even offered to 


accept a pay cut if the growers 
could prove that they were as 


hard up financially as they 
claimed to be. 
Within 10 hours after the 


expiration of the contracts 85 to 
90% of the Coachella growers 
had signed contracts with the 
Teamsters. Collusion at the 
expense of the workers was 
suspected as “not even the 
Teamsters can negotiate a 
contract that quickly.”” The 
Teamsiers’ contract features jess 
pay, fewer fringe benefits, fewer 
breaks and a lot fewer workers 
than UFWU. The growers saw a 
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good thing and accepted the 
Teamsters ‘sweetheart’ contract. 

“How can another union 
justify coming in and signing a 
sweetheart contract when the 
workers don’t want them.. 

“It seems to me we should 
have an election” on |. whether 
the workers want a union and 2 
if they want a union which one. 

“They know damed well we 
will beat them by 90%.” 

Four hours after the grape 
strike began a local judge issued 
injunctions forbidding leafletting 
of strike sights, allowing only 
one picket every 300 feet and 
forbidding the use of paua. 
systems. 

After the injuctions went out 
the jails began to fill and as the

The Teamsters Union has 
committed all of their plentiful 
resources to bear in an effort to 
add more workers to their 
membership rolls. 

They have spent thousands of 
dollars propogandizing workers, 
and they have brought in their 
out of town ‘goon’ squads who, 








sources say, receive $67.50 a day 
in salary and expenses to 
intimidate the strikers. 

Women and children have 
been attacked and hospitalized 
by these brave men. After many 
battles with strikers only one 
Teamster has been arrested, so 
far. 

The man who successfully 


Organized the largest 
Farmworker Union in _ this 
nation’s history predicted 
ultimate success with 


nonviolence for “‘nonviolence is 
a million times more potent than 
violence.”’ 

He said they have the “spirit 
and commitment” to carry on. 
“We're going to stop the grapes, 
we're going to stop the lettuce, 


we're not going to shop at 
Sate way.” 

Chavez urged students to 
support the workers by 


picketing stores, “Whenever you 
see grapes, don’t ask questions, 
get a picket sign,” by writing 
Frank Fitzsimmons, 
International President of the 
Teamsters (and a golfing buddy 
of President Nixon) urging him 
to support free elections in the 
fields with the inducement if 
“You win, you take everything, 
if you lose, you move out” and 
to organize food caravans with 
non-perishable food. If someone 
has nothing to do during the 
summer, he asked that they 
come to Coachella and work for 
the union. 

Seeing this man with his 
absolute committment to “La 
Causa,” his Gandhiesque 
philosophy and his concern for 
human justice, served to solidify 
any doubts that anyone may 
have had about La Huelga.

History of American Middle East Policies 
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by JOANNE TERRY 

Last Thursday, Mansour 
Farhang presented a speech cn 
United States involvement in the 
Middle East. His lecture was part 
of a symposium on the Middle 
East, held throughout the week, 
here on campus. Farhang is a 
professor in the CSUS 
government department and a 
native Iranian. 

Farhang began his speech by 
relating the very beginrings of 
communication between the 
United States and the Middle 
East. America’s purposes in 
communication were strictly for 
trade and commerce. This plan 
began soon after the United 
States won their independence 
from Britain in the 
Revolutionary War. Farhang 
said, “The new nation needed 
commercial connections to 
replace those lost for its 


The Politics of Oil

“The last two decades have 
witnessed one of the remarkable 
efforts of economic 


reconstruction and 
development.”’ So begins the 
analysis of the economic 


development of the Middle East 
as detailed by Prof. Elias Tuma 
at last week’s Middle East 
Symposium. Economics being a 


major key to unlocking the 
development of this area is, 
according to Tuma, 


“complicated by a number of 
characteristics which are 
common to most countries of 
the region.” Dealing largely with 
the problem of low per capita 
income, he moved on to discuss 
the disparity of income as the 
result of oil royalties. ““While oil 
royalties are technically 
considered income, they do not 
genuinely represent a level of 
economic development 








cE 
secession from the _ British 
Empire.” Shipping became 


increasingly popular between the 
U.S. and the Middle East at this 
time 

Shortly after trade became 
successful, America revealed still 
another reason for 
communication with the Middle 


East, what Farhang calls 
“national interest.” National 
interest developed _ through 


skilled American tast-workers 
and missionaries in the Middle 
East. 

About 1796, the British left 
the Middle East, a land they had 
protected for ages. Americans in 
that region began having security 
problems with trade interests. 
Americans felt themselves 
relying more and more on native 
for performing tasks. 

Farhang continued to reveal 


“Each of the countries of the 
Middle East, with the possible 
exception of Israel, consists of 
two separate economies: one 
rural and the other urban...a 
very poor sector, side by side 
with a comfortable rich sector.” 

Information regarding growth 
in recent years is_ limited, 
but Tuma, has included some 
relevant figures of a general 
nature. “Per capita income in 
Libya rose more than 10 fold in 
the decade of the 1960's, from 
$110 in 1958 to $1251 in 1968. 
Saudi Arabia, $12/ in 1958 to 
$336 in 1968. The contribution 
of agriculture has in almost all 
cases been smaller than the 
contribution of industry to the 
increase.” Because of unskilled 
labor forces a docotomy exists 
“apriculture continues to absorb 
a large percentage of the labor 
force.”

facts of the past. In 1801, 
Thomas Jefferson committed 
the States to a war with Tripoli 
When the war ended four years 
later, Jefferson's General William 
Easton proclaimed to _ the 
Tripolians, the American 
proclamation of peace, trade, 
and prosperity. 

About this time, America 
began trading drums for opium. 
This provided an early link of 
the United States with China 
Secretary of State John Quincy 
Adams called this trade an 
outrage upon the rights of 
human nature. The use of opium 
was Said to be anti-Christian 

Farhang stressed the fact that 
from the very beginning, the 
Mediterraneans did not share the 
Americans passion for trade, 
but they were passionately 
interested in American skills 

As he continued giving a 
detailed list of historical events, 
he added that these events have 
the same importance today 
because they helped to make up 
what conditions exist today 


After the Civil War, there was 


a significant increase in the 


shipping business within the 
Middle Eastern countries, 
especially refined petroleum. 

In 1911, the American 
Chamber of Commerce was 
established but trade soon 


became second-hand to politics 
in the Middle East 


In the years of World War I, 
America made hugé commerce 
contracts with the Middle East 
Cigarettes and Singer sewing 
machines drew in heavy trade 
with the Middle East. During the 
Second World War, refined 
petroleum was exported at a 
higher rate than any other 
product. At this time oil was 
becoming a highly-used source 
of energy and oil interests in the 
Middle East were becoming the 
center of American economies 

There are two costs for the 


Production and distribution of 
oil; (1) the physical costs - 
production and delivery, and (2) 
the export costs — payments to 
native governments by the 
producing countries. Although 
the United States is not yet 
dependent on Middle Eastern 
oil, it may very well be by the 
1980's. 

Farhang discussed the 
Truman, Eisenhower, and 
Johnson doctrines and_ their 
effects as Presidents. It appears 
that each President had his own 
way of using the Middle East to 
their own advantage. 

Farhang explained Lyndon 
Johnson's stand in support of 
the Jews. He called Jewish 
leaders to the White House and 
told them they would have his 
support, if the Jews of Palestine 
would support the Johnson 
doctrine in Vietnam. Farhang 
said the US stands for 
preserving the status quo in the 
Middle East 


He feels there is no one” fi 


solution to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. However, he did add, 
“If we don't offer a solution at 
all, we can rest in peace that the 
Arabs and Israeli’s will get 
together in heaven.” 

He doesn’t expect any big’ 
changes in immediate 
But he is outraged at 
policy-makers Nixon and 
Kissinger Farhang saVvs 
“Kissinger wants the Middle 
East a place for belly dancers.’ 
He feels concern for justice 
and equality to be a start for.

Tuma placed the emphasis for 
the future on an entrapreneurial 
attitude, an increase in technical 
skills, and a _ rising market 
demand that raises the 
possibility of profit thereby 
inducing investment. He placed 
the prospects for these things 
happening on a fair range with 
the final analysis depending on 
the will of the people 

There is, of course, certain 
conditions working against them 
and to pursue this further Prof 
Joseph Fury of our own 
Economics Dept. followed Tuma 
with an examination of the 
impact imperialism tends to have 
on Middle East development. 

“The imperialist powers 
(including the US., Britain, 
Japan, France and Germany) 
teally have two reasons for being 
in the Middle East. Historically

War still rages on in the 
Middle East, but after last 
Wednesday's debate between 


Lincoln Malik, representing the 
Palestinian point of view, and 
Curtis Eisenberger, the Israeli 
point of view. the reasons why 
this conflict still exists are 
extremely clear. 


Malik, an active supporter of 
Arab student organizations in 
this country, discussed the 
problems which he_ thought 
needed solutions. “For the past 
seven decades Zionist 
propoganda machines have 
enjoyed an exclusive position in 
shaping the American public 
opinion as to the reality of the 
crisis. In the process, Zionist lies 
and fabrication have so fully 
penetrated the American public 
opinion that at times it becomes 
difficult to separate myth from 
reality,” he said 

He said that reality is the fact 
that Arab resources, markets, 
and lands are totoally dominated 
by Western imperialist nations. 
Western imperialist firms are 
receiving unmeasured profits 
from oil, gas, phosphates, cobalt, 
and numerous other resources. 


Western imperialism is not the 
only element which Arabs must 
fight against. Malik said thai 
Israel is serving as the protector 
of Arab reactionary regimes in 
Jordan and Lebanon. He said 
that this “mercenary role” of 
the Ziomst movement dates 
back to when Theodore Herzl, 
the movement's founder, offered 


assistance to Germany and later 
England

“This means specifically the 
destruction of the state of 
Israel,‘ he said.

This solution would 
abolish the Zionist law of return 
which states that any Jew in the 
world can return to the 
homeland. 


“This solution can only be 
achieved through a long and 
Protracted war of national 
liberation during which the 
Palestinian and Arab masses will 
engage and defeat the forces of 
imperialism, Zionism, and Arab 
reactionaries. During such a war, 
new intitutions and new values 
will emerge in the revolutionary 
masses and there will also rise 
new nationa! and class alliances 
which would be the basis of the 
future state,‘ he concluded 


Eisenberger, a past president 
of the People for Israel Society, 
began his arguments for the 
Israeli point of view by saying, 
“It is interesting to note that the 
world has a somewhat distorted 
view of Israeli politics. Those 
people who advocate annexation 
(thereby sacrificing future 
Jewish majority) are considered 
by the world because of their 
military stances, hawks; while 
self-determination on their 
national soil of Palestine, and 3) 
building the basis for the 
Palestinians and Israelis to live 
peacefully with each other in 
Palestine and work toward the 
those who would preserve the 
present nature of Israel are 
viewed as doves.”’ 


He put extreme faith in Golda 
Meir, israel’s prime minister 
when he said that she is the most 
important person in Israel today 
and the onlyone who can appeal 
to all factions of the labor party

In regard to Israeli aims 
Eisenberger said, “The peace 
conditions Israel desires are 
relatively simple. Israel doesn’t 
care so much about being 
recognized by the Arabs since 
she has already in essesnce been 
recognized by the Arabs as the 
enemy.” 


He said that Israel has 
continuously faced 
overwhelming military threats of 
annihilation and that Arabs fail 
to understand the psychological 
effects of indoctrination on its 
people from these threats 

Eisenberger quoted from the 
Jordanian second grade math 
text with the prodlem: “If there 
are five cowardly Jews and a 
brave Arab kills three, how 
many cowardly Jews are left?” 

At present he doesn’t see any 
solution to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict and that one won't be 
possible until the Arabs grant 
Israel “the right to exist.’ He 
said that Israel would be a good 
neighbor and _ identify with 
Mid-East goals. 

“The Palestinians fail to 
produce the necessary political 
leadership to cope with both the 
Israelis and Arabs. Palestinians 
and Israelis need to go their own 
way, at least temporarily, to 
allow time for each to become 
more secure.” 

Eisenberger concluded that 
with this point of view in mind, 
“Israeli demands are _ still 
basically centered around the 
right of Israel to geographically 
and demographically safe 
boundaries.” Malik, 
obviously amused by much of 
Eisenberger’s presentation, said 
of the encounter, “I am very 
disappointed that I wasn't 
confronted by a more worthy 
opponent.” He _ said _ that 
Eisenberger had confused myth 
with reality.

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Arab Armies and Coups

The Middle East Symposium 
concluded last Friday with an 
interesting discussion by 
Malcolm Kerr of UCLA, on the 
“Role of the Army in the Middle 
East.” 

Many well-versed authorities 
assembled on this campus have a 
wide variety of interpretations 
of the Middle East situation. 

Those who attended each 
day’s activity undoubtedly heard 
many things they had already 
presumed to be the case, but 
rarely have we had the 
Opportunity to assimilate such a 
mountain of material for 
discussing important issues with 
such authoritative sources. 

The following is a_ brief 
excerpt from Prof.  Kerrs’ 
analysis. 

“The mixing of military and 
political roles is not new in the 
Middle East; it has been the 
norm for many centuries. 

“In recent decades increasing 
numbers of soldiers - turned - 
Politicians have dominated 
Middle Eastern governments. 
Syria has experienced no less 
than 10 coups d’etat since 1949, 
and Iraq eight since 1936. 

“In addition to Syria and 
Iraq, Algeria, Sudan, and Libya 
are ruled by officers who seized 
power. Turkey and Egypt have 
constitutional regimes, which, 
however, owe their beginnings to 
military coups and are heavily 
influenced by soldiers behind 
the scenes; their presidents are 
former officers. 

“The Shah of Iran is the son 
of an officer who overthrew the 
Previous dynasty and placed 
himself on the throne. Even 
Israel, which many people think 
of as a model of democratic and 
civilian government, has three 


_ retired generals in its present 


cabinet. 

“One way of examining the 
role played by the military is to 
say, ‘We don’t think of them as 
being sucked into politics but 
pushing their way in.’ 


; “In this vein, we have to look 
Fat a whole array of social 


characteristics that army officers 
have. What sort of people are 
they? Who do they relate to in 
the society at large? Let's think 


of them no longer as people with 
guns and uniforms but simply as 
representatives of some kind of 
social type. Try to think of them 
as people.” 

He went on to describe the 
army in terms of a “new middle 
class” by illustrating the army as 
a more literate, technically 
trained, well ordered body. In 
this light he made a 
semi-comparison between 
Middle East armies and students. 

“The officers, after all, are a 
concentrated group of people, 
whereas university students, 
once graduated, are 
deconcentrated. The only time 
students are concentrated is 
when they are students. Which is 
why they cause so much trouble. 

‘“The armies continue to be 
concentrated, and that is why 
they can continue to cause 
trouble. The armies are kind of a 
spearhead of the middle class. 
They have a desire to give vent 
with their capabilities.” 

Once gaining control the army 
begins to organize as in Egypt. 
“Perhaps first by announcing 
that it is everyone’s patriotic 
duty to keep order, the army 
then follows its bureaucratic 
tendencies. We get everybody 
Organized, create the Arab 
Socialist Union with its myriad 
of local committees in little 
groups and little villages drinking 
little cups of coffee and talking 
about plans, while the 
government does what it wants. 
The whole society is in motion 
and standing still at the same 
time. This is an exaggeration but 
it is a serious problem which has 
lead Nasserism into a dead end.” 

He spoke of the new leader of 
Libya — Lt. Col. Qaddafi, who 
recently announced a five point 
program which hints at a 
cultural revolution. “His is 
fundamental and Islamic. ‘Let’s 
knock down the pieces of this 
decrepid institutional structure 
we have in our society and start 
fresh.’ Perhaps this man gives 
you something to think about if 
you think Nasserism has come to 
that end in Egypt.”

William Bennett, a former 
member of the California State 
Public Untilities Commission, 
and presently an attorney and 
chairman of the California State 
Board of Equalization, spoke on 
campus Friday before a group of 
30 CSUS students on the topic, 
‘*Political Economy of 
Regulatory Agencies,” and in 
the process tied the Watergate 
scandal in with the El Paso 
Natural Gas controversy. 

A constant crusader against 
corporate monopoly, he said 
that a corporation “is not a 
Person, and doesn’t vote,” but 
that it yields “more power in 
many cases than 200 million 
people. The country has become 
the complete development point 
of monopolistic capitalism.” 

In describing the history of 


the Industrial Revolution and 
the growth of regulatory 
agencies, he noted that 


corporations were “‘meant to be 
subservient to ali of us. The first 
regulation came in the latter part 
of the nineteenth century when 
he state of TIlinois imposed 
ontrols upon rates charged by 
grain elevator owners to farmers 
for storage of grain. The United 
States Supreme Court upheld 
the actions of the state in the 
case of Munn vs. Illinois. 

Later, according to Bennett, 
egulatory agencies rapidly made 
the scene The Federal 
-ommunications Commission 
was formed to regulate radio and 
television, the Federal Power 
Commission to regulate gas, the 
Civil Aeronautics Board to 
control plane fares, and the 
Interstate Commerce 
Commission, intending to see 
that farmers weren't 
overcharged 

“This is all beautiful theory,” 
the distinguished looking 
commissioner said, but it doesn’t 
appear to be functioning as first 
envisioned. For example, the 





railroads did not oppose 
regulation for the simple reason 
that one Richard Olney and his 
company lawyers could dictate 
as to who was appointed to the 
commission overseeing the 
railroad industry 

He related the story of two 
hearings dealing with rates and 
regulation. In the first, the 
F.C.C. met in Washington, D.C. 
A.T. & T.’s general counsel was 
allowed to attend the session, 
but there was no “representative 
for the people” present 
Sacramento Congressman John 
Moss was turned away at the 


door when he attempted to 
enter the hearings. In the 
second, the Civil Aeronautics 
Board met in Washington 


Attorneys for one airline were 
allowed to attend, but again 
Rep. Moss was booted out. Out 
of the session came a hike in air 
fares, which was later voided by 
the courts 

According to Bennett, Ronald 
Reagan promised telephone 
company officials during his first 
campaign, that he would appoint 
“those friendly to business” to 
the Public Utilities Commission. 
Lobbyists from PG. & E., 
Southern Pacific and many other 
business interests held a meeting 


which provided names. of 
potential appointees to 
Governor Reagan. Two new 


members were appointed, and 
“Governor Reagan said he saw 
nothing wrong with the 
Practice.” 

The El Paso Natural Gas case 
involved four trials, and a total 
of 17 years of litigation. ‘Water 
and gas are indispensible to the 
economy of California,” Bennett 
stated. From 1950-1953, the 
Golden State was served by just 
one gas pipeline, the El Paso 
pipe. Bennett attempted t. bring 
another line into the state, thus 
ending the E! Paso strangle-hold 
on the California natural gas 
industry

The Pacific Northwest 
Company eventually brought a 
line into California, but within a 
week's time, El Paso had bought 
over 80% of the company’s 
stock, thus perpetuating the 
monopoly. This, according to 
Bennett, is a clear violation of 
the Clayton Act, which forbids 
“the ownership stock in 
competing companies.” 

Bennett fought the monopoly 
for years, appearing in 
courtrooms across the country. 
In 1964, the Supreme Court in 
the case of United States vs. El 
Paso, decided that the monopoly 
violated “article 7 of the 
Clayton Act.”’ The court ordered’ 
“divestiture without delay.” The 
case continued for many years. 

President Nixon and former 
Attorney General John Mitchell 
were members of the same law 
firm, one which accepted 
$771,000 for representing El 
Paso 

“All of this is relevant to what 
Watergate is al! about.’’ When 
the Attorney General of the 
United States burns documents 
in his house, that’s what 
happened in wartime Germany 
of before.” 

Bennett concluded, 
“Corporate crime does pay.”
